PORT-AU-PRINCE, Haiti 
(AP) — Atop the rubble of 
destroyed churches, in parks 
and on sidewalks, thousands 
of Haitians prayed Friday in 
a national day of mourning, 
one month after a magnitude- 
7 earthquake killed more 
than 200,000 and left this 
Caribbean country struggling 
for survival. 

Leaders of Haiti’s two official 
religions — a Catholic bishop 
and the head of the Voodoo 
priests — joined Protestant 
ministers for a prayer service 
in the shade of mimosa trees 


near the shattered National 
Palace. A Muslim preacher 
also attended. 

Men wore black armbands 
of mourning, girls frilly 
white dresses. Among them 
were earthquake amputees 
in wheelchairs, casts and 
hobbling on crutches. 
President Rene Preval wept 
during the service, his black- 
clad wife trying to console 
him. 

“The pain is too heavy — 
words cannot describe it,” 
Preval said in one of the first 
major public addresses he has 
made in weeks.

a father — not the president 
— but urged people to keep 
supporting the government.

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Bill Clinton returns home after heart procedure

(AP) — Former President Bill 
Clinton was recovering at his 
suburban home Friday with his 


wife after leaving a Manhattan 
hospital where he underwent a 
heart procedure.

Band said in a statement 
that Clinton left New York 
Presbyterian Hospital “in 
excellent health.” 

“He looks forward in the days 
ahead to getting back to the 
work of his Foundation, and 
to Haiti relief and recovery 
efforts,” it said. 

Three black sport utility 
vehicles with tinted windows 
arrived around 7:45 a.m Friday 
and pulled through the high 


gates at the Clintons’ home 
in Chappaqua, about 35 miles 
north of New York City. 

State Department spokesman 
P.J. Crowley said Clinton’s 
wife, Secretary of State Hillary 
Rodham Clinton is at the 
home. Terry McAuliffe, the 
former Democratic National 
Committee chairman and a 
close friend of the Clintons, 
told CBS television that he 
expects Clinton will get back 
to work quickly. 

“If I know President Clinton, 
he’ll be on the phone ... calling 
people asking for more help 
for Haiti and where he can 
get pickup trucks so they can 
deliver food or generators. 
If I know Bill Clinton, he’ll 
be raring to go in about 35 
minutes,” McAuliffe said. 
Clinton, 63, could be back 
at work as soon as Monday, 
cardiologist Allan Schwartz 
said previously. 

Clinton had quadruple bypass 
surgery at the same hospital 
more than five years ago, 
and returned Thursday to 
have a clogged heart artery 
opened after suffering 
discomfort in his chest. Two 
stents resembling tiny mesh 
scaffolds were placed inside 
the artery as part of a medical 
procedure that is common 
for people with severe heart

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U.S. poll finds strong anti-Washington feeling

WASHINGTON (AP) 

— Extremely high anti¬ 
incumbent feelings toward 
Congress are shaping 
potentially brutal U.S. 
elections in November that 
typically see losses for the 
party that controls the White 
House, a poll found. Those 
anti-incumbent feelings 
match the high levels of 2006 
and 1994 — both years when 
control of Congress changed 
hands. 

A Pew Research Center poll 
of registered voters released 
Friday found just fewer than 
half of voters would like to 
see their current member of 
Congress win another term 
and a fifth of voters said they 
would consider their vote as 
one against President Barack 
Obama. 

With the struggling economy, 
unemployment at 9.7 percent 
and billions of taxpayer 
dollars used to bail out Wall 
Street, populist anger toward 
Washington is setting up an 
election year when voters 
have a strong “throw-the- 
bums-ouf ’ sentiment. 

In recent such elections, 
known as midterms because 
they take place in the middle 
of a president’s four-year 
term, the party in control of 
the White House has seen an 
average of 28 seats lost in the 
U.S. House, where every seat 
is up for grabs. President Bill 
Clinton suffered a devastating 
blow in 1994, handing 


Republicans Congress and 
setting back his agenda. 
Privately, Democrats fear 
history could repeat itself in 
the midterm elections and 
are thankful Obama does not 
face voters until 2012. The 
public’s favorable opinions of 
Republicans have increased 
by 6 percentage points from 
late August and are now 
almost at the same level as 
Democrats. 

The Pew poll did have a few 
bright spots for Obama, who 
has seen his own popularity 
remain flat for months, with 
49 percent approving of 
his job performance as he 
heads into his second year in 
office. 

In 2006, when President 
George W. Bush’s 
Republicans lost control of 
Congress, 35 percent said 
they were rebuking Bush 
with their vote in a poll just 
before the miterms, compared 
to 20 percent who say the 
same about Obama now. 
And Democrats retain an 
advantage over Republicans 
on who can do a better job on 
issues like education, health 
care and energy problems. 
But the two parties are ranked 
about even when it comes to 
handling the economy, a top 
issue. The Pew poll finds 
anti-incumbent sentiment is 
at least as extensive today it 
was during the 2006 and 1994 
campaigns. Even so, by the 
end of the 2006 campaign, 55 
percent of voters wanted their 
own representative re-elected.

Almost four years later, that 
number is 49 percent. 

Part of the anti-incumbent 
sentiment is reflected in 
the so-called “tea party” 
movement that has called for 
reduced government, lower 
taxes and generally libertarian 
or conservative principles. 
While it is a rallying cry for 
those frustrated Americans, a 
large plurality — 42 percent 
— said they have not heard 
of the movement or lack an 
opinion about it. 

The stalled health care 
overhaul also is frustrating 
voters. 

More Americans oppose the 
health bills than support them 
by a 50 percent to 38 percent 
margin. Inaction, though, is 
not their preferred path: six 
in 10 either favor the current 
health care bills or would 


prefer that Congress keep 
working on another health 
care bill. 

Pew interviewed 1,383 
adults by cell or home phone, 
including 1,129 registered 


voters, from Feb. 3-9. The 
poll has a margin of error of

Kennedy will not seek re- 
election, ending an era

WASHINGTON (AP) — Rep. 
Patrick Kennedy’s decision 
not to seek re-election will 
leave Washington without a 
Kennedy in political office for 
the first time in more than 60 
years. 

The Democrat’s term ends 
early next year but he says in 
a television message viewed 
by The Associated Press on 
Thursday that his life is “taking 
a new direction” and he will 
not seek a ninth term. The 
video was provided to the AP 
by Kennedy’s congressional 
office. 

The 42-year-old son of the 
late Sen. Edward Kennedy 


does not give a reason for the 
decision but says it has been 
a difficult few years for many 
people and he mentions the 
death in August of his father. 
“Illness took the life of my 
most cherished mentor and 
confidante, my ultimate source 
of spirit and strength,” he said, 
as a black-and-white photo of 
him as a boy sailing with his 
father appeared on the screen. 
“From the countless lives 
he lifted, to the American 
promise he helped shape, my 
father taught me that politics 
at its very core was about 
serving others.” 

The announcement is to air 
Sunday on television stations 
in the state of Rhode Island, 
which Patrick Kennedy 


represents. 

The decision comes less than 
a month after a stunning upset 
by Republican Scott Brown in 
the race for the Massachusetts 
Senate seat Kennedy’s father 
held for almost half a century. 
The victory deprived 
Democrats of a supermajority 
60 votes in the 100-member 
Senate needed to overcome 
Republican procedural 

obstacles. 

Mark Weiner, a major 
Democratic fundraiser in 
Rhode Island and one of 
Kennedy’s top financial 
backers, said he had spoken 
with Kennedy recently, and 
that his father’s death had 
taken an enormous toll. 

“It’s tough to get up and go 
to work every day when your 
partner is not there,” Weiner 
said. “I think he just had a 
broken heart after his father 
passed away.” 

Kennedy said in his ad that he 
remained committed to public 
service, and he thanked Rhode 
Island voters for supporting 
him through ups and downs. 
He has been in and out of 
treatment for substance abuse 
since crashing his car outside 
the U.S Capitol in 2006. Still, 
he has been comfortably 
re-elected twice since then, 
after making mental health 
care his signature issue in 
Washington. 

“When I made missteps 
or suffered setbacks, you 
responded not with contempt, 
but compassion,” he said. 
“Thank you for all the times 
you lifted me up, pushed me 
forward and filled my heart 
with hope.” 

A Kennedy has served in 
elected office in Washington 
ever since Patrick Kennedy’s 
uncle, John F. Kennedy, was 
elected to Congress from 
Massachusetts in 1946. He 
later became president.^

Flakes were falling — or 
threatened — Friday from 
Texas to northern Florida and 
then up along the coasts of 
Georgia and South Carolina. 
The Dallas area had its 
snowiest winter in 32 seasons, 
with more than a foot of snow. 
The storm was blamed for 
nearly 200 traffic accidents, 
power outages for thousands 
of people and hundreds of 
canceled flights. 

Far less snow was falling in 
Louisiana, Mississippi and 
Alabama. 

The southern snowstorm 
comes the same week that 
eastern cities like Washington 
and Philadelphia were 
digging out from back-to- 
back blizzards that shut down 
federal government offices in 
the U.S. capital for four days. 
Though the snowfall in the 
South is much less than that 
up north, the effect was still 
crippling for states that do 
not have the equipment or 
experience to deal with snow. 
Just the anticipation of 1 inch 
of snow was enough to close 
schools in northern Florida, 
while classes also were 
canceled in parts of Alabama. 
Nearly two-dozen school 
districts closed across Georgia 
because of the snow forecast. 
American Airlines canceled 
about 240 flights Friday, 
mainly at its hub at Dallas-Fort 
Worth International Airport, 
airline spokesman Steve 
Schlachter said. In Atlanta, 
Delta Air Lines canceled 
1,100 flights for Friday in 
anticipation of as much as 2 
inches of snow. 

Several oceanside 

communities in South 
Carolina including Charleston 

— which hasn’t seen recorded 
snowfall since January 2000 

— could see between 2 and 4 
inches of snow, said Jonathan 
Lamb, a National Weather 
Service meteorologist based 
in Charleston. 

And as much as 3 inches 
could hit Savannah, Georgia, 
where snow was last traced 
in February 1996 — only 0.2 
inches, Lamb said. It’s been 
two decades since Georgia’s 
oldest city had any notable 
accumulation, with 3.6 inches 
falling in December 1989. 
Normally, temperatures in 
February don’t dip below 
freezing. □

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US: Attack on Afghan town Marjah launched

NEAR MARJAH, Afghanistan 
(AP) — Helicopter-borne U.S. 
Marines and Afghan troops 
swooped down on the Taliban- 
held town of Marjah before 
dawn on Saturday, launching 
a long-expected attack to re¬ 
establish government control 
and undermine support for 
the militants in their southern 
heartland. 

The attack on Marjah climaxed 
the biggest joint Afghan- 
international offensive of the 
war and is the largest combat 
operation since President 
Barack Obama ordered 30,000 
U.S. reinforcements here last 
December to turn the tide of 
the war. Marine commanders 
say they expect between 400 
to 1,000 insurgents to be holed 
up inside this southern Afghan 
town of 80,000 people in 
Helmand province, including 
more than 100 foreign 
fighters. Marjah is the biggest 
southern town under Taliban 
control and the linchpin of 
the militants’ logistical and 
opium-smuggling network. 
“The first wave of choppers 
has landed inside Marjah. 
The operation has begun,” 
said Capt. Joshua Winfrey, 
commander of Lima Company, 
3rd Battalion, 6th Marines, 
which was at the forefront of 
the attack. 

Several hundred U.S. Marines 
and some Afghan troops were 
in the first wave of troops, 
flying over minefields the 
militants are believed to have 
planted around the town, 360 
miles southwest of Kabul. 

The operation, codenamed 
“Moshtarak,” or Together, was 
described as the biggest joint 
offensive of the Afghan war. 
Maj. Gen. Nick Carter, the 
commander of NATO forces 
in southern Afghanistan, says 
15,000 troops were involved, 
including some 7,500 troops 
fighting in Marjah and British 
forces to the north in the 
district of Nad Ali. 

The helicopter assault was 
preceded by illumination 
flares which were fired over 
the town about 2 a.m. In the 
pitch darkness of a moonless 
night, the roar of helicopters 
could be heard overhead, 


flying in assault troops from 
multiple locations. 

The white flash of Hellfire 
and Tow missiles could be 
seen exploding over the town 
as flares illuminated the 
darkness to help assault troops 
spot targets in the town. 

Once the town is secured, 
NATO hopes to rush in aid 
and restore public services in a 
bid to win support among the 
estimated 125,000 people who 
live in Marjah and surrounding 
villages. The Afghans’ ability 
to restore those services is 
crucial to the success of the 
operation and to preventing 
the Taliban from returning. 
Tribal elders have pleaded for 
NATO to finish the operation 
quickly and spare civilians 
— an appeal that offers some 
hope the townspeople will 
cooperate with Afghan and 
international forces once the 
Taliban are gone. 

At the Pentagon, a senior U.S. 
official said Afghan president 
Hamid Karzai had signed off 
on the attack. 

Another defense official said 
Karzai had been informed 
of planning for the operation 
well in advance. The official 
said it marked a first in terms 
of both sharing information 
prior to the attack and 
planning collaboration with 
the Afghan government. Both 
officials spoke on condition 
of anonymity because there 
were not authorized to speak 
publicly. The second official 
said the number of Afghan 
security forces in the district 
have roughly doubled since 
Obama’s first infusion of some 
10,000 Marines in southern 
Afghanistan last year. 

The Marjah offensive 
involves close combat in 
extremely difficult terrain, 
that official said. A close grid 
of wide canals dug by the 
United States as an aid project 
decades ago make the territory 
a particularly rich agricultural 
prize, but complicate the 
advance of U.S. forces. 

On the eve of the attack, cars 
and trucks jammed the main 
road out of Marjah on Friday 
as hundreds of civilians defied 
militant orders and fled the 
area ahead of the assault. For 
weeks, U.S. commanders 
had signaled their intention 


to attack Marjah in hopes 
that civilians would seek 
shelterQ

ABIDJAN, Ivory Coast (AP) 
— Ivory Coast’s president 
dissolved the government 
and disbanded the election 
commission late Friday, 
throwing into doubt the 
political reconciliation process 
in a divided country that was 
about to hold elections. 

“The government is dissolved,” 
President Laurent Gbagbo 
announced in a recorded 
message broadcast on national 


television, specifying that 
Prime Minister Guillaume Soro 
will be asked to stay on to form 
a new government. 

The move comes two months 
after the government last failed 
to hold presidential elections 
to either re-elect or replace 
Gbagbo whose term expired 
five years ago. A date for the 
election has been set — and 
then canceled — every year 
since 2005. 

Tension rose this past week 
after Gbagbo’s party demanded 
the resignation of the head 
of the independent election 
commission amid accusations 
he was behind an attempt to 
add almost 500,000 illegitimate 
voters onto the rolls. 
Opposition supporters, 

meanwhile, accuse the ruling 
party of trying to disqualify 
voters that are not allied with 
Gbagbo. 

On Thursday, representatives 


of the political factions 
attended a negotiation session 
in Ouagadougou, the capital 
of neighboring Burkina Faso, 
but could not agree on whether 
Robert Beugre Mambe, the head 
of the election commission, 
should step down. 

In his recorded statement, 
Gbagbo said he was disbanding 
the election commission. “Mr. 
Mambe is running an illegal 
operation,” Gbagbo said. “I 
want a government that serves 
the interests of the Ivorian 
people and not the orders of 
political parties.” 

“The mission of this new 
government will be, under the 
authority of the president and 
the prime minister, to complete 
the final actions necessary to 
bring Ivory Coast out of its 
political crisis,” Gbagbo said. 
The now-defunct government 
was the fruit of a peace 
agreement signed by Gbagbo’s 


government and the New 
Forces rebels in 2007 following 
a civil war that had split the 
world’s No. 1 cocoa producer 
into a rebel-held north and a 
government-controlled south. 
The unity government was 
composed of 33 ministers from 
all political parties and rebel 
factions. 

Whether this means the 
country’s tense political 
situation will dissolve back 
into civil war is yet to be 
seen, said Rinaldo Depagne, 
a West Africa analyst at the 
International Crisis Group. A 
hopeful sign is that Soro, the 
former leader of the rebels, has 
been asked to stay on. 

“For the time, the Gbagbo-Soro 
alliance holds,” said Depagne. 
“But two questions remain: 
Will Soro be able to form 
an acceptable government? 
And how will the opposition 
react?”Q

Parishioners filled churches 
in Port-au-Prince’s Petionville 
suburb and setup loudspeakers 
so those in the streets could 
follow. Others stood on debris 
that used to be a Catholic 
Church and an evangelical 
church to remember victims 
anonymously buried in mass 
graves outside the devastated 
capital, Port-au-Prince. 

People raised their hands to 
the heavens as they sang. 
Hymns and gospel music 
pumped throughout the 
city’s apocalyptic landscape 
of flattened concrete and 
buildings uprooted at strange 
angles from their foundations. 
“All families were affected 
by this tragedy and we are 
celebrating the memory of 
the people we lost,” said 
one mourner, Desire Joseph 
Dorsaintvil. 

Those killed in the Jan. 12 
quake included church leaders, 
missionaries and children 
studying at faith-based 
schools. The Roman Catholic 
archbishop of Port-au-Prince, 
Joseph Serge Miot, was among 
those who perished. 

Many Port-au-Prince church 
landmarks were destroyed, 
including the Roman Catholic 
Cathedral; the Catholic 
Church of the Sacred Heart, 
Haiti’s oldest, and the iconic 


Episcopalian Church of the 
Holy Trinity, with its murals 
of a black Christ, black Virgin 
Mary and black disciples 
painted by great Haitian artists 
in the 1950s. 

Only part of a mural depicting 
the baptism of Christ, by 
Castera Bazile. 

More than 1 million people 
have been left homeless, with 
aid agencies rushing to provide 
shelter before the rains come. 
Some Haitians have been 
asking if God has abandoned 
their country, the world’s 
first black republic, founded 
in 1804 following a slave 
rebellion. But one Catholic 
leader blamed nature. 

“Nature may be hostile to 
man, but God will not leave 
us alone,” Monsignor Joseph 
Lafontant said. 

At the morning service Friday, 
chief Voodoo priest Max 
Beauvoir told the congregation 
the earthquake was a time to 
unify all faiths. He praised 
those who lost their lives and, 
referring to the Voodoo belief 
in reincarnation, declared: 
“People never die, souls never 
die.” 

A woman sang a song honoring 
the snake spirit, Dambala, 
which represents rebirth. 

Since the quake, some Voodoo 
followers have converted to 
Christianity, some enticed 
by steady aid flows through

evangelical missions, others 
out of a fear of God. 

“The earthquake scared 
me,” said Veronique Malot, 
a 24-year-old who joined an 
evangelical church two weeks 
ago when she found herself 
living in one of the city’s 
many outdoor camps.

BERLIN - Roman Polanski 
missed his own party, but was 
still the center of attention 
Friday as his first movie in 
five years made its debut at the 
Berlin film festival. 

“The Ghost Writer,” based on 
a novel by Robert Harris, stars 
Pierce Brosnan as a former 
British prime minister, Olivia 
Williams as his wife and Ewan 
McGregor as a ghost writer 
hired to complete his memoirs 
on a rainswept island off the 
U.S. east coast. 

The movie, Polanski’s first 
since “Oliver Twist” in 2005, 
was near-complete by the time 
he was arrested in Switzerland 
in September, producer Robert 
Benmussa said — leaving him 
confident that it would be 
ready as planned for the Berlin 
festival. 

“Roman continued to work 
on the film through courier 
packages that we sent to him 
in prison through his Swiss 


lawyer,” Benmussa told 
reporters ahead of its world 
premiere. “Then, when he was 
in his chalet, he continued to 
work on the movie, putting the 
last touches.” 

Polanski is under house 
arrest at his chalet in Gstaad, 
awaiting a Swiss decision on 
whether to extradite him to the 
U.S. to face possible further 
sentencing in a 32-year-old 
sex case. 

He has been trying to resolve 
his U.S. case in absentia for 
having sex in 1977 with a 13- 
year-old girl. Polanski fled 
the U.S. on Feb. 1, 1978, the 
day he was to be formally 
sentenced. 

“Not having Roman at the 
center of this podium seems 
very strange for all of us,” 
Benmussa said. 

Harris, who wrote the 
screenplay along with 
Polanski, said the director had 
been keen to make a thriller, 
changing gears after his 


previous films, “The Pianist” 
and “Oliver Twist.” 

He wanted “to do another 
4 Chinatown’-like movie where 
the plot gradually unfolds, and 
I think that that above all was 
what drew him to it,” Harris 
said. “He wanted to tell a 
story, and his greatest insult, 
I discovered, was 6 an arthouse 
movie.’” 

Brosnan’s character, Adam 
Lang — a former leader 
dogged by allegations of 
authorizing the illegal seizure 
of suspected terrorists — has 
unmistakable parallels with 
Tony Blair. 

Harris said he had thought 
for 15 years of writing about 
a former leader’s relationship 
with a ghost writer; and a 
2006 report that Blair might 
face efforts to prosecute him 
for war crimes helped provide 
the scenario for his book, “The 
Ghost.” 

“The Ghost Writer” is one of 
20 films competing for the 
Berlin festival’s top Golden 


Bear honor, being awarded 
Feb. 20. 

Polanski’s team portrayed 
the director as a perfectionist 
who involved himself with 
every aspect of the movie, 
filmed on two German islands 
— Sylt and Usedom — and at 
the Babelsberg studio outside 
Berlin. 


“Polanski uses the weather like 
another oppressive character 
in the film — it’s always 
raining, it’s always gray and 
damp,” McGregor said. 

“He’d like to be the props man, 
the set painter, the actors, the 
sound man, the cameraman 
— he puts his print on 
everything,” he said.Q 
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Stocks swoon after China brakes lending again

NEW YORK- Stocks skidded 
Friday after China said for 
the second time in a month it 
would force its banks to slow 
down their lending. 

The Dow Jones industrial 
average fell 125 points in 
morning trading after China 
said it would require banks to 
increase reserve levels. That 
would limit the amount they 
can lend. 

Chinese regulators are trying 
to contain rapid economic 
growth to prevent speculative 
investment bubbles there. 
The surprising move comes 
a day after a tame inflation 
report raised hopes that China 
wouldn’t have to further 
tighten its monetary policy. 

A similar action nearly a 
month ago by China spooked 
the market and helped start a 
slide that has brought major 
indexes down for four straight 
weeks. As of late morning the 
Dow was trading just above 
10,000 and barely in the black 
for the week. 

Concerns about debt problems 
in European countries like 
Greece, Spain and Portugal, 
as well as President Barack 
Obama’s push for new 
regulations on banks also 
weighed on the market and 
increased volatility in recent 
weeks. 

On Thursday, European Union 
leaders pledged to provide 
Greece with support as it tries 
to bring its debt problems 
under control. There has been 
concern that debt problems 
there could spread and 
destabilize Europe’s common 
currency, the euro. 

The mood soured further 
after a disappointing report 
on consumer sentiment. 
The preliminary Reuters/ 
University of Michigan 
consumer sentiment index for 
February fell to 73.7 from 74.4 
in January and was weaker 
than forecast. 

In midmorning trading, the 
Dow Jones industrial average 
fell 126.89, or 1.3 percent, 
to 10,017.30. The Standard 
& Poor’s 500 index dropped 
12.21, or 1.1 percent, to 
1,066.26, while the Nasdaq 
composite index fell 17.34, or 
0.8 percent, to 2,160.07. 


The slide Friday follows a 
strong performance a day 
earlier after European leaders 
said they would help Greece 
with its debt problems. The 
Dow jumped 1.1 percent 
Thursday, while the S&P 500 
rose 1 percent and the Nasdaq 
composite index gained 1.4 
percent. 

With investors pulling out of 
riskier assets like stocks and 
commodities Friday, safe- 
haven investments like the 
dollar and Treasury bonds 


rallied. 

The dollar rose against other 
major currencies. Gold and 
oil both fell.Q

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IOC confirms Olympic luger dies after crash

VANCOUVER, British 
Columbia (AP) —A Georgian 
men’s Olympic luger died 
Friday after a high-speed 
crash during training. IOC 
president Jacques Rogge said 
the death hours before the 
opening ceremony “clearly 
casts a shadow over these 
games.” 

Nodar Kumaritashvili lost 
control of his sled, went over 
the track wall and struck an 
unpadded steel pole near the 
finish line at Whistler Sliding 
Center. Doctors were unable 
to revive the 21-year-old 
luger, who died at a hospital, 
the International Olympic 
Committee said. 

Rescue workers were at his 
side within seconds, chest 
compressions and mouth-to- 
mouth resuscitation started 
less than one minute after 
the crash, and he was quickly

Giants, Lincecum reach 
$231111,2-year deal

SAN FRANCISCO - Tim Lincecum and the San Francisco 
Giants reached a preliminary agreement on a $23 million, 
two-year contract ahead of the scheduled start of an arbitration 
hearing. 

The two-time reigning NL Cy Young Award winner had been 
set to ask for an arbitration-record $13 million salary for 2010 
during a hearing Friday in St. Petersburg, Fla. 

Lincecum gets a $2 million signing bonus, $8 million this year, 
$13 million in 2011 and the chance to earn performance and 
award bonuses. The agreement is subject to a physical. 

The tiny guy his teammates call “Franchise” and “Freak” is 
getting his nice raise from his $650,000 salary last year. 

In addition to his salary, he would earn $200,000 for pitching 
225 innings, a figure he reached in each of his two full seasons. 
He would get $500,000 for each Cy Young Award, $250,000 
for second, $100,000 for third, $75,000 for fourth and $50,000 
for fifth. He also would get $100,000 each time he’s an All- 
Star, $100,000 for NL MVP, $75,000 for World Series MVP and 
$50,000 for league championship series MVP. 

The 25-year-old right-hander said last week he thought the 
Giants might bring up his offseason marijuana arrest in 
Washington state during a hearing, but insisted there would be 
no hard feelings. He was hoping for a multiyear deal to stay put 
in San Francisco. 



This has to be a big relief for both sides heading into the start of 
spring training next week in Scottsdale, Ariz. The Giants offered 
their ace $8 million when the parties exchanged numbers last 
month, and there was thought they might have lost and had to 
pay him even more come 2011. Lincecum, who is eligible for 
free agency after the 2013 season, said he realized through the 
process there’s a tough business side to all this. 

A message left for Lincecum on Friday morning wasn’t 
immediately returned. 

“Going to arbitration, everybody knows what can happen and 
the feelings that can get hurt,” he said last week. “I’m just trying 
to keep an open mind. If anybody knows my flaws, I do. If 
they’re going to point them out and that has to happen, then 
whatever. I know I’ve got to get better. I don’t feel like my 
feelings are hurt.” 

Lincecum, already a two-time All-Star, owns a 40-17 record and 
2.90 ERA with 676 strikeouts in three big league seasons.□

The men’s luge competition is 
scheduled to begin Saturday 
afternoon, although even 
officials at the Whistler track 
said they were uncertain if the 
schedule would be affected. 
Kumaritashvili struck the 
inside wall of the track on 
the final turn. His body 
immediately went airborne 
and cleared the ice-coated 
concrete wall along the left 
side of the sliding surface. 
His sled remained in the 
track, and it appeared his 
helmet visor skidded down 
the ice. 

“We are deeply struck by this 
tragedy and join the IOC in 
extending our condolences 
to the family, friends and 
teammates of this athlete, 
who came to Vancouver to 
follow his Olympic dream,” 
said John Furlong, CEO of 
the Vancouver organizing 
committee. 

Olympic competition in 
men’s luge is scheduled to 
begin Saturday. It’s unclear 
if that schedule would be 


affected. 

It was Kumaritashvili’s 
second crash during training 
for the Vancouver Games. 
He also failed to finish 
his second of six practice 
runs, and in the runs he did 
finish, his average speed 
was about 140 kph (88 mph) 
— significantly less than 
the speed the top sliders are 
managing on this lightning- 
fast course. 

It was unclear how fast 
Kumaritashvili was going, 
although many sliders have 
exceeded 145 kph (90 mph) 
on the course. The track is 
considered the world’s fastest 
and several Olympians 
recently questioned its safety. 
More than a dozen athletes 
have crashed during Olympic 
training for luge, and some 
questioned whether athletes 
from smaller nations — like 
Georgia — had enough time 
to prepare for the daunting 
track. 

At the finish area, not far from 
where Kumaritashvili lost 
control, athletes, coaches and 
officials solemnly awaited 


word on Kumaritashvili 
before eventually being 
ushered away. Access to the 
crash area was closed within 
about 30 minutes. 

“I’ve never seen anything like 
that,” said Shiva Keshavan, 
a four-time Olympian from 
India. 

The remainder of men’s 
training was canceled for the 
day, with VANOC officials 
saying in a release that an 
investigation was taking 
place to “ensure a safe field 
of play.” 

Kumaritashvili competed in 
five World Cup races this 
season, finishing 44th in the 
world standings. 

Earlier in the day, gold-medal 
favorite Armin Zoeggeler of 
Italy crashed, losing control 
of his sled on Curve 11. 
Zoeggeler came off his sled 
and held it with his left arm 
to keep it from smashing 
atop his body. He slid on his 
back down several curves 
before coming to a stop and 
walking away. 

Training days in Whistler 
have been crash-filled. 


A Romanian woman was 
briefly knocked unconscious 
and at least four Americans 
have had serious trouble just 
getting down the track. 

“I think they are pushing it a 
little too much,” Australia’s 
Hannah Campbell-Pegg said 
Thursday night after she 
nearly lost control in training. 
“To what extent are we just 
little lemmings that they 
just throw down a track and 
we’re crash-test dummies? I 
mean, this is our lives.” 

At the 1992 Winter Olympics 
in Albertville, Nicholas 
Bochatay of Switzerland died 
after crashing into a snow 
grooming machine during 


training for the demonstration 
sport of speed skiing on the 
next-to-last day of the games. 
He was practicing on a public 
slope before his event was to 
begin. 

Australian downhill skier 
Ross Milne died when he 
struck a tree during a training 
run shortly before the 1964 
Winter Games in Innsbruck, 
Austria. British luger 
Kazimierz Kay-Skrzypecki 
also died in a crash during 
training in Innsbruck. 

At the 1988 Calgary Games, 
an Austrian team doctor, 
Jorg Oberhammer, died after 
being hit by a snow grooming 
machine. □

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USA flies to opening win in America’s Cup

VALENCIA, Spain (AP)—The 
monster trimaran USA delivered 
a huge victory for challenger 
BMW Oracle Racing against 
two-time defending champion 
Alinghi of Switzerland in the 
dramatic first race of their bitter 
America’s Cup showdown on 
Friday. 

Owned by Silicon Valley 
maverick Larry Ellison and 
steered by Jimmy Spithill 
of Australia, the black-and- 
white USA literally flew over 
the Mediterranean Sea along 
the Spanish coast on Friday, 
powered by a radical, 223-foot

wing sail. 

USA recovered from a blunder 
at the start to rout the equally 
immense catamaran Alinghi 
5. The original margin was 10 
minutes, 5 seconds, but Alinghi 
apparently bungled a 270- 
degree penalty turn at the finish 
and had to redo it. The official 
margin was 15:28, with the 
finish coming just before dusk 
on a cold, clear day. 

BMW Oracle Racing, 
sponsored by San Francisco’s 
Golden Gate Yacht Club, is 
one win away from bringing 
the America’s Cup back to the 
United States for the first time 
since Dennis Conner lost it to 
Team New Zealand in 1995. 
“To be the America’s Cup 
champion you have to win 
two races not one. We’ll see 
what happens in two days 
now,” Ellison said of Race 2 
on Sunday. “I’m confident in 
our team. But Alinghi has got 
a great team and it’s all on 
— on Sunday — and knowing 
that team they’re going to be 
working extra hard.” 

With its windward and middle 
hulls flying out of the air, USA 
provided a thrilling start to a 
regatta that had been stalled 
by a bitter, 2 !/ 2 -year court fight 
between two of the world’s 
richest men. 

This is the first time multihulls 


have sailed against each other 
in the America’s Cup, the 
byproduct of a court fight 
over rules, dates and the venue 
between Ellison, the Oracle 
Corp. CEO, and Swiss biotech 
mogul Ernesto Bertarelli. 
Bertarelli steered Alinghi 5. 
Ellison hopped off USA and 
into a chase about 50 minutes 
before the start, apparently 
because of weight restrictions 
and light wind. Ellison watched 
the race with syndicate CEO 
Russell Coutts, then jumped 
aboard USA for the ride back 
into the harbor. Coutts, a three¬ 
time America’s Cup winner, 
has said he won’t sail unless 
his presence somehow makes 
USA go faster. After Friday’s 
performance, it looks fast 
enough. “The difference was 
the speed of boats,” Alinghi 
skipper Brad Butterworth said. 
“The solution they have come 
up with on Oracle is very fast. 
It’s pretty hard to beat them on 
a day like today.” 

Each of the powerhouse sailing 
teams made a mistake in the 
dramatic first few minutes. 
USA zoomed into the starting 
box with its windward and 
center hulls out of the water, 
on favored starboard tack, 
and Spithill steered straight at 
Alinghi 5. The Swiss wanted to 
sail in front of USA, but didn’t 
have enough speed and both 
boats had to tack. USA raised 
a protest flag, and the umpire 
in a trailing boat concurred, 
penalizing the Swiss and 
sticking them with a 270-degree 
turn. Spithill somehow stalled 
USA over the line early with 
less than 15 seconds before 
the starting gun, and Alinghi 
5 sprinted off the line ahead. 
USA had to go back and restart, 
leaving it 660 meters behind. 
USA’s wing sail worked like the 
syndicate hoped it would and 
the Americans slowly overtook 
Alinghi 5 as the boats sailed 
into the wind. USA led by 3:21 
at the windward mark. Sailing 
with the wind on the 20-mile 
run to the finish, USA opened a 
lead of more than two miles. 
The fastest, most technologically 
advanced boats in the 159-year 
history of the America’s Cup, 
they hit approximately 22 knots 
in just 6 or 7 knots of wind.Q

said after the meeting in Curasao. 
A list of areas that will fall under 
Kingdom supervision was also 
worked out in Thursday’s meeting 
which has been described as 
“very fruitful” and “successful.” 
Areas such as good governance, 
finance and justice are on the list. 
In addition, the meeting agreed 
that St. Maarten and Curasao 
would continue to pursue the 
setting-up of a joint Central 
Bank and would have a joint 
currency - not the US dollar. 
In keeping with the decision 
on the Joint Police Service, 
the two new countries and the 
BES public entities that will 
come into existence on 10-10- 
10 with the completion of the 
dismantling of the Netherlands 
Antilles will have the right to 
request assistance from the Joint 
Police Service when required. 
“We don’t need to have all the 


expertise within our own Police 
Force because we can tap into 
the Joint Police Service for 
what is necessary,” Marlin said. 
Dutch State Secretary for 
Kingdom Relations Ank 
Bijleveld-Schouten, Prime 
Minister Emily de Jongh-Elhage, 
Justice Minister Magali Jacoba, 
Commissioner Marlin and 
Curasao Constitutional Affairs 
Commissioner Zita Jesus-Leito 
participated in the PSG meeting 
and signed off on the decision 
for the Joint Police Service. 
This agreement was reached 
in less than four hours and was 
signed while the sun was still out 
in the sky - a rarity, compared 
with past PSG meetings. Marlin 
emphasised this fact by saying 
that when it had been said in 
the past that an agreement 
had been signed at 4:00 
o’clock, it often meant in the 


morning, not in the afternoon. 
The issue of the Joint Police 
Service was a sticking point 
in the PSG meeting held in St. 
Maarten in December 2009. 
Parties walked away then without 
a decision on how to proceed. 
Marlin said the finding of 
common ground in a few hours 
was testimony to the process 
“nearing the end,” adding, “Many 
hurdles have been cleared.” 
“We have made the agreements 
and now it is about working 
out the details,” he said. “We 
couldn’t find each other [in 
an agreement] in December, 
but we are here now.” 
Now that the firm decision has 
been taken on the Joint Police 
Service, it still has to be seen how 
this will fit into the application 
of the consensus Kingdom 
Law on Justice and the Police. 
On the issue of Kingdom 
supervision, originally St. 
Maarten and Curasao had to 
pass a test of readiness in order 
to assume the responsibilities 
of countries within the 
Kingdom, but this was before 
a date (10-10-10) for the 
attainment of this status was set. 
Now that a date is in place, 
partners have agreed that this test 
will not be across the board, but 
will cover predetermined areas, 
because St. Maarten in particular 
will not have ah of its services 
and departments associated with 
being a country up and running. 
This deficit is not due to St. 
Maarten’s negligence. Unlike 
Curasao, which will inherit 
the infrastructure of the 
Central Government with the 
dismantling of the Netherlands 
Antilles, St. Maarten has to 
build many of its departments 
and agencies from scratch. 
The areas to be under Kingdom 
supervision will be overseen for 
two years, during which time 
the new countries will prepare 
to take over fully. Decisions 
regarding these areas will be 
made by the Dutch Minister and 
State Secretary for Kingdom 
Relations and the minister 
responsible in St. Maarten or 
Curasao, depending on the 
caseQ

Atacho presents ‘Declaration of Willingness’ to Governor 



WILLEMSTAD-Informateur 
Pedro Atacho completed his 
rounds of exploratory talks 
related to the formation of 
the new and last Central 
Government of the 
Netherlands Antilles in Aruba 
on Thursday, with Aruba Prime 
Minister Mike Eman giving 
his support for the continued 
dismantling of the Antilles. 
Atacho’s job as Informateur 
ended Friday, when he 
handed in to Governor Frits 
Goedgedrag the “Declaration 
of Willingness” signed by 
parties that won one or 
more seats in the January 
22 Parliamentary Elections 
and have signalled their 
willingness to work together 
to form the new Central 
Government that is to take 
office in March together with 
what is to be the last Parliament 
of the Netherlands Antilles. 
It is expected that the 


government formation will 
be wrapped up in St. Maarten 
during the week of February 
17. However, Atacho is yet 
to make this official. The new 
government is expected to be 
headed by incumbent Prime 
Minister Emily de Jongh- 
Elhage (PAR), with theNational 
Alliance of St. Maarten as 
one of the coalition partners. 
Atacho told The Daily Herald 
Thursday that his trip to Aruba 
had been a success, with 
both the Parliament and the 
Council of Ministers of that 
island giving their support 
to the ongoing dismantling. 
Aruba’s support is critical, 
because it also will have 
to approve the changes to 
the Kingdom Charter that 
will see the new Countries 
Curasao and St. Maarten 
established within the Dutch 
Kingdom, come 10-10-10. 
Atacho also will propose that 



the new Antillean Central 
Government set a date with 
Aruba for a meeting of the 
Council of Ministers of 
Cooperation to review the 
existingcooperationagreement 
between the two countries. 
This agreement covers 
services such as meteorology, 
aviation, Capriles Clinic, 


the National Lottery and the 
Youth Correctional Facility 
GOG, among others. The 
two countries usually meet 
yearly to review the financial 
statements for these services. 
An inventory of all the laws 
the Antilles and Aruba have 
to approve simultaneously 
will also be on the agenda 


when the representatives 
of the two countries meet. 
Other “good news” from the 
Aruba visit is the willingness 
of Prime Minister Eman 
to initiate talks on a new 
joint cooperation agreement 
for Aruba with soon-to-be 
Countries St. Maarten and 
Curasao, Atacho said. □

Committee to review St. Maarten’s help list 


WILLEMSTAD 
A committee will be 
established to review the 
financial and manpower 
assistance St. Maarten needs 
fromthe Dutch Government. 
The decision was made 
outside of Thursday’s 
Kingdom Political Steering 
Group meeting in Cura 9 ao. 
Leader of Government 
Commissioner William 
Marlin told The Daily 
Herald that there is now 
more understanding for St. 
Maarten’s unique position 
because, unlike Cura 9 ao, 
it will not inherit much 
of the infrastructure from 
the Central Government.

Marlin is confident that the 
process will now accelerate 
to the point where the 
needs on paper are met

Incertidumbre por Uribe enrarece 
elecciones en Colombia 


BOGOTA (Reuters) - La campana politica por 
la presidencia de Colombia esta inmersa en la 
incertidumbre por la eventual candidatura de 
Alvaro Uribe, una situacion sin antecedentes que 
amenaza con debilitar a la que es considerada 
una de las democracias mas solidas de America 
Latina.

Sismo magnitud 6.1 deja danos 
menores en Honduras 

TEGUCIGALPA (Reuters) - Un sismo de magnitud 6.1 remecio 
el jueves la mayor parte de Honduras causando alarma entre la 
poblacion, danos menores a un centenar de viviendas pero sin 
dejar victimas, dijeron organismos de socorro. 

El movimiento ocurrio a las 11.56 hora local (1756 GMT), minutes 
despues de un primer sismo de menor intensidad, en la region 
norte del pais, segun datos del Instituto Nicaragiiense de Estudios 
Territoriales. 

“Tenemos reportes de 101 viviendas con danos menores”, dijo 
a Reuters Randolfo Funez, subdirector del organismo estatal de 
socorro Comisionado Permanente de Contingencias (COPECO). 
Las casas danadas se ubican en poblados rurales del norte del pais, 
dijo Funez. “Son en su mayoria viviendas campesinas, construidas 
con barro y madera”, anadio destacando que no hay informes de 
victimas. Poco antes se habia registrado otro sismo, que en un 
principio las autoridades dijeron fue de 5.2 grados, pero mas tarde 
revisaron la magnitud a 4.7. El primer movimiento se registro a las 
11.43 hora local (1743 GMT) con epicentro en el poblado rural de 
San Luis, a unos 160 kilometros al noroeste de Tegucigalpa, y a 
una profundidad de 38 kilometros. Q 
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CARACAS (Reuters) - La mayoria de los 
venezolanos aprobo la gestion del presidente Hugo 
Chavez en enero pese a la grave crisis electrica 
y economica que azota al pais petrolero, segun 
un nuevo sondeo, pero el respaldo al mandatario 
se ha debilitado meses antes de las elecciones 
legislativas. 

Un estudio de la respetada encuestadora IVAD, 
encargado por el Gobiemo y obtenido por Reuters 
el jueves mostro que un 58,3 por ciento de la 
poblacion cree que el desempeno de Chavez ha 
sido bueno, aunque tan solo un 48 por ciento 
confia en el presidente socialista. 

Pese a ser todavia una cifra muy alta, la popularidad 
del lider ha ido cayendo paulatinamente segun la 
encuestadora, cuyos sondeos le daban un apoyo 
del 60,3 en diciembre, menor al 62,4 en octubre y 
sensiblemente inferior al 71 por ciento que registro 
en septiembre del 2008. 

Al mismo tiempo, la opinion positiva sobre la 
oposicion se ubico ligeramente por encima del 50 
por ciento, mientras que en el estudio del 2008 tan 


solo un 16,5 por ciento de los consultados aprobaba 
el trabajo de los adversaries de Chavez. 

Ademas, seis de cada 10 venezolanos cree que la 
situacion del pais es mala y un 70 por ciento opina 
que en el 2010 sera igual o peor. “Mas de tres 
quintas partes cree que no sera eficiente la atencion 
del presidente Chavez a los problemas del pais”, 
dijo la encuestadora en su estudio, realizado entre 
el 12 y el 28 de enero mediante 1.200 entrevistas y 
con un margen de error del 1,0-2,4 por ciento. 

Un 46 por ciento le achaca la responsabilidad a el 
y a su Gobiemo por fallas como la inseguridad, 
crisis electrica, desempleo y racionamiento del 
agua. 

Concretamente sobre el problema electrico, un 40 
por ciento cree que Chavez y el Gobiemo tienen la 
culpa frente a un 26 por ciento que ve el origen del 
problema en la sequia originada por el fenomeno 
climatologico El Nino. 

Y aunque la mayoria rechaza el racionamiento de 
luz, tambien una mayoria cree que el Gobiemo 
podra solventarlo.Q
